NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION 

ANIMAL  CASINGS  OF  FOREIGN  ORIGIN 

Certificates  required  by  B.  A.  I.  Order  305  and  instructions  issued  thereunder, 
which  bear  the  official  title  of  the  high  official  of  the  foreign  country  as  specified 
below,  will  be  acceptable  with  animal  casings  offered  for  importation  into  the 
United  States. 

The  certificates  must  also  bear  the  signature  of  the  high  official  of  the  national 
government  having  jurisdiction  over  the  health  of  animals  in  the  foreign  country 
in  which  the  casings  originated,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  high  officials  are 
changed  from  time  to  time  it  is  impracticable  to  publish  their  names. 

Official  title,  People's  Commissar  for  Agriculture;  foreign  country,  Union  of 
Soviet  Socialist  Republics. 

RECEIPTS  FOR  IMPORT  MEAT  SAMPLES 

In  order  that  importers  may  be  assured  that  samples  of  foreign  meat  and 
meat  food  products  collected  for  laboratory  examination  are  to  be  used  exclusively 
for  that  purpose,  receipts  shall  be  issued  and  delivered  to  importers,  or  their 
agents,  by  inspectors  for  all  samples  of  foreign  meat  and  meat  food  products 
collected.  The  receipt  shall  be  prepared  in  duplicate  on  Bureau  stationery,  over 
the  signature  of  the  inspector  who  collects  the  samples,  and  shall  show  the  name 
of  the  importer,  country  of  origin,  amount  and  kind  of  product  collected,  date 
of  collection,  and  that  it  was  collected  for  laboratory  examination.  The  dupli- 
cate copy  of  the  receipt  shall  be  retained  by  inspectors  in  charge  as  their  office 
record. 

CHARGES  FOR  INSPECTIONS 

Reference  is  made  to  Circular  Letter  1850  of  October  18,  1934,  and  to  the 
third  paragraph  under  subheading  "Charges  for  Inspections"  on  page  147  of 
Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  for  October  1935,  in  connection  with 
billing  other  government  agencies  for  services  performed  and  expenses  incurred 
in  the  conduct  of  inspections  for  such  agencies. 
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Previous  instructions  are  hereby  amended  to  the  extent  that  beginning  July  1, 
1936,  21  days  instead  of  22  days  should  be  used  to  obtain  daily  salary  rates. 
The  reason  for  this  action  is  that  additional  cost  of  such  inspections  has  been 
placed  upon  the  Bureau  because  of  the  increase  in  allowance  of  annual  and  sick 
leave.  Hourly  rates  should  be  computed  in  the  same  manner  as  heretofore  on 
the  daily  rate  as  above  ascertained.

License  no.  52  was  issued  May  13,  1936,  to  Cutter  Laboratories,  Fourth  and 
Parker  Streets,  Seventh  Street  and  Dwight  Way,  and  Eighth  Street  and  Dwight 
Way,  Berkeley,  Calif,  (mailing  address;  Fourth  and  Parker  Sts.,  Berkeley, 
Calif.),  for  ovine-ecthyma  vaccine. 
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License  no.  17,  issued  April  24,  1936,  to  Beebe  Laboratories,  Inc.,  Larpenteur 
Avenue  and  White  Bear  Car  Line,  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  was  terminated  May  15, 
1936,  because  of  the  discontinuance  of  production  of  fowl-typhoid  mixed  bacterin. 

RESULTS  OF  PROSECUTIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  LAWS 

Penalties  and  fines  have  been  imposed  in  prosecutions  for  violations  of  regu- 
latory laws,  as  reported  to  the  Bureau  as  follows:

PROCEEDINGS   UNDER   THE   PACKERS   AND    STOCKYARDS    ACT 

Docket  no.  543. — In  re  Joseph  Donaubauer,  doing  business  as  Zip  Donaubauer's 
Country  Store,  Chicago,  111.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  May  15, 
1936,  directed  that  a  hearing  be  held  to  allow  the  applicant  an  opportuni+y  to 
show  cause  why  his  application  for  license  made  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
August  14,  1935,  amendatory  to  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  should  not  be 
denied.  A  hearing  was  held  on  June  1,  1936.  On  the  basis  of  the  record  made 
at  the  hearing,  it  was  found  that  the  applicant  had  complied  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  act  and  is  financially  able  to  fulfill  the  obligations  that  he  would 
incur  as  a  licensee;  therefore,  on  June  26  the  applicant  was  notified  that  a  license 
for  buying,  selling,  and  handling  poultry  would  be  issued  to  his  firm. 

Stockyards  Posted 

The  Sheridan  Livestock  &  Commission  Co.,  Inc.,  Stockyards,  located  at 
Sheridan,  Wyo.,  was  posted  as  coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Packers  and 
Stockyards  Act  on  June  18,  1936. 

Stockyards  Withdrawn  from  Jurisdiction 

The  Union  Stock  Yards  located  at  Grand  Island,  Nebr.,  was  withdrawn  from 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  on  June  2,  1936,  as  the  area 
now  used  for  stockyard  purposes  is  not  sufficient  to  bring  it  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  that  act. 

The  Chillicothe  Live  Stock  Sales  Co.  Stockyards,  located  at  Chillicothe,  Ohio, 
was  withdrawn  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  on  June 
26,  1936,  as  the  area  now  used  for  stockyard  purposes  is  not  sufficient  to  bring  it 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  that  Act. 

PERMITTED  DIP  FOR  SCABIES 

Permission  has  been  granted  by  the  Department  for  the  use  of  "Chipman 
Nicotine  Sulphate  40%",  manufactured  by  the  Chipman  Chemical  Co.,  Inc., 
Bound  Brook,  N.  J.,  in  the  official  dipping  of  sheep  and  cattle  for  scabies,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  309.  The  dilution  at  which  this 
dip  is  permitted  to  be  used  is  1  gallon  concentrated  product  to  not  more  than 
925  gallons  of  water. 
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WARNING  AGAINST  POLITICAL  ACTIVITY  BY  DEPARTMENT 

EMPLOYEES 

Attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  the  notice  on  page  54  of  Service  and 
Regulatory  Announcements  for  June  1928  and  subsequently  in  briefer  form. 
Under  these  provisions  no  employee  of  the  Government  will  be  permitted — 

1.  To  hold  a  position  as  a  member  or  officer  of  any  political  committee  that 
solicits  funds. 

2.  To  display  such  obtrusive  partisanship  as  to  cause  public  scandal. 

3.  To  attempt  to  manipulate  party  primaries  or  conventions. 

4.  To  use  his  position  to  bring  about  his  selection  as  a  delegate  to  conventions. 

5.  To  act  as  chairman  of  a  political  convention. 

6.  To  assume  the  active  conduct  of  a  political  campaign. 

7.  To  use  his  position  to  interfere  with  an  election  or  to  affect  the  result  thereof. 

8.  To  neglect  his  public  duties. 

It  is  the  duty  of  any  person  having  knowledge  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  the  civil-service  rules  or  criminal  code  to  submit  the 
facts  to  the  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission,  Washington,  D.  C.
